One of the most productive sources 
of revenue In Great Britain {s the in- 
come tax. France also finds this tax 
a successful method of ralsing money, 
and It Is not unknown {n other Euro- 
pean countries. European writers on 
palitical economy maintain that It Is 
the Idea] tax. The Inheritance tax 
also {s common abroad. When & man 
dies his heirs have to pay over to the 
State a certain percentage of their In- 
heritance. These taxes are resorted to 
in America, In thirty-two of the States 
some form of Inherftance tax Is levied 
elther upon the property Inherited by 
collateral heirs only, of upon that 
which goes to direct as well as to dis- 
tant heirs. It varies from one-half 
of one per cent to twelve per cent, 
according to the amount and nearness 
of kin. In the wealthy States the tax 
ylelds considerable revenue. The tax 
on Income is much less common, for 
it prevafis In only six States, and is 
not rigidly enforced. In some States 
there is evidence of an attempt to 
make It equitable, for Income derived 
from property otherwise taxable Is ex- 
empt. The right to ralse money by 
levying on tnheritances and incomes Is 
one which the States may exercise a 
discretion. They may not ralse money 
by taxes on imports; that right Is re- 
served to the national] government, The 
national government has on more than 
one occasion levied taxes which the 
States may also levy. There was a 
national income tax from 1802 tq 1872, 
and In 1894 Congress provided again 
for such a tax, but the Supreme Ceurt 
declared the law unconstitutional. The 
last time Inheritances were taxed by 
the national government was during 
the war with Spain. In this country 
both the State and the nation may tax 
the same Inheritance, whereas in Eng- 
land and France the national govern- 
ment alone has power to levy such e& 
tax. Under present cqurt decisions the 
States alone may levy an income tax 
here,

Close and continual watch- 
fulness Is necessary on the part of the 
pilot, for the character of the snow 
mass encountered may change with 
scarcely a moment's warning from 
loosely drifted flakes to densely packed 
suow incrusted with ice, and mayhap 
with fce formations four or five inches 
thick seattered through It Into some 
portions of the vast snow coverlet the 
rotary may plunge with impunity at a 
speed of only 400 or at most GUO feet 
jer minute, while banks of soft snow 
permit a speed of say twelve miles per 
hour. However, an indicator tn the 
pilot house records every tiuctuation in 
the resistance offered by the snow bar- 
riers and a pneumatic whistle enables 
the pilot to quickly signal for any de 
sired change of speed. 

The snow depths at some of the high- 
er altitudes of the American Alps are 
almost Incredible, but a big rotary, 
working like a herculean augur and 
tossing aside its snow borings like 
chips driven out of a fan blower in 
a planing mill, could actually burrow 
to any depth if there were any way 
to get rid of the snow thus excavated.

they did some years ago in construct- 
ing snowsheds. Thirty-two miles of 
suowsheds, costing $64 a foot, or nearly 
$11,000,000 In the aggregate, represents 
the price one transcontinental ra{lroad 
had to pay before !t could successfully 
oyerate its trains over the Rocky moun- 
tain division. 

Nowadays the rotaries cost something 
Itke $10,000 each, but even at that price 
they represent a great saving over 
snowsneds which, aside from their tirst 
cost, eat up thousands of dollars in re- 
pairs every year. Moreover, the ro 
taries have been instrumental In saving 
countless llves—not merely by carrying 
ald and food to snow-bound trains and 
suow-bound villages, but also by reduc 
Ing the number of casualties among 
railroad men engaged In fighting the 
snow.—Waldon Fawcett in St. Louls 
Globe-Democrat.

Fire-killed timber, the forest service 
has discovered, Is some use after all. 
This ts a thing that has been known 
in the West for a long time. The disas 
trous “forest ffres” do completely burn 
up timber in many cases, but there are 
thousands of acres where the timber 
is simply “fire-killed;” that Is to say, 
| it is killed standing by the fire that 
sweeps through !t and finally rots at 
the ground and falls in the first wind- 
storm. Immense areas of this timber 


have been utilized in mining and rail-| 


road work and there have been mills
